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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment on June 1 1 , 201 0, filed after the final rejection on January 1 1 , 
2010, has been entered. Because of the applicant's amendment, the original rejections 
of claims 21 and 22 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2 nd Paragraph, in the office action filed 
January 1 1 , 201 0, are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-24 are allowed as amended by the applicant. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Claim 17, the prior art discloses most of the claimed invention; 
however, the prior art does not expressly disclose said top portion comprising a 
cylindrical neck that includes a flange terminated in a thickened rim. 

The closest prior art to the claimed invention are the following: Bright 
(3,705,660), Yoshikawa (3,785,311), Britton (6,413,467), Nahill et al. (2006/0073296), 
and Giraud et al. (2004/0065669).
